the midst of a lovely rolling countryside. 
It has no inhabitants 
becau.'V on an o th er sunny S atu rd ay afternoon just 12 Weeks ago 
the Germans burned the village and its population. 
Betw een 1,200 and 1.5(H) persons, most of them 
w om en 
and 
children, v t re locked in tire village church, in the school and in 
houses and perished in flames. 
O nly 17 escaped and ten of these are now in m ental in stitu ­ 
tions. 
Oradour w as swollen w ith refugees, especially children. The 
norm al population is about 800. No one know s exactly how m any 


persons w ere in the village on the day of its doom, Ju n e IO, but it 


is known that the nu m b er was betw een 1,200. and 1.500. 


H ere is w’hat happened that day. according 


to the story agreed upon by all the 
living 
and 


sane eyt-w itnesses. 


In the late hours of the afternoon a b a tta ­ 
lion of the Das Reich SS (Elite G u ard ) Division 
appeared unexpectedly and took positions on 
roads leading into the village, blocking them by 
setting up m achine-guns. 
Troops then entered the tow n and ordered 
all w om en and children to go into the church, 
m en into certain specified houses. Some 600 
w om en and children crow ded into the church. 


At a given com m and the G erm an s suddenly opened fire w ith 


m achineguns, rifles and m a c h in e -pistol* on all 
the 
huddled 
groups. 
W eapons w ere thrust into w indow s and the occupants of the

the w indow s and soon the w hite village was a huge bonfire w itll a

their wholesale rejection of draft­ 
ee* b ecause of nerv ous and men­ 
tal sy mptoms and their equally 
wholesale recommendation on the 
same grounds for discharge after 
men hav e b een inducted. 
*, 
Dr. Link is concerned princi­ 
pally in whether these b oards nre 
not making mental cases out of 
large group* of the population 
and making entirely too many of 
them think when they return to 
civ il life that they are somehow 
’special and distinctiv e cases, and 
that they are just not suited to a 
rough and workaday world. 
The statistical figures are suf­ 
ficiently shocking. Of 3.836,000 
.draftees classified a« unfit, as of 
*April I. 1944. 1,340.000, or 35 per 
cent, were rejected a« mentally 
unfit or deficient. Of these 536,000 
were clarified as mentally defi­ 
cient, and 802,000 were rejected 
for mental disease or some nerv ­ 
ous condition or state of mind. 
A 
• 
Mentally Deficient Gro up 
The mentally deficient group do 
» not constitute as much of a prob ­ 
lem as the av erage citizen might 
at first think. A great deal of the 
heav y work of the world is done 
b y just this group of citizens. 
They are the hewers of wood ami 
the drawers of water. They do a 
routine task v ery well, and they 
are perfectly content to stay put 
once they find something that 
suits them. They cannot take a job 
that requires decisions and rapid 
adjustments, and they are not 
happy in such a job . But rn less 
responsib le, b ut necessary lab or, 
they are v ery efficient and remain 
content and happy . They are not 
dangerous, as the lay man expects 
“ mental” cases to b e. They will 
nev er lead any rev olutions. We 
could not get on without them. 
And y ou see some of them around 
y ou ev ery day from the time y ou 
start to work until y ou return 
home. I am of course, not talking 
ab out the mental defectiv e of the 
lev el of idiocy or imb ecility . 
Of the other group a percent­ 
age, and it must b e a small per­ 
cen tage, are actual mental cases 
— maniac-depressiv es, paranoids 
or b ad schizophrenics. But most 
of them must b e what are com­ 
monly called neurotics, or neuras­ 
thenics. Dr. Link feels that the 


army ha« b een too soft with them. 
“ In the last war.” he writes, “shell 
shock really meant shell shock. 
Todnv this term is loosely applied 
to almost any neuropsy chiatric 
condition." In short, most of these 
men are simply scared and are 
weak enough to admit it, and the 
army 
psy chiatric 
b oards 
b ab y 
them, act just like their doting 
mothers, and make ev en worse 
mama-b oy a out of them than they 
originally were. Ev ery soldier is 
scared not only when he gets into 
comb at b ut when he is first in­ 
ducted. The men conquer it and 
do their duty . The mama-b oy s 
whine and get let off, 


Effect o f Ex aminatio n 
Not only is that an injustice, 
b ut, as Dr. Link complains, they 
hav e a psy chiatric examination 
and hear a lot of the terms of the 
new psy chiatry - « uch as “com­ 
plexes," and “ lib ido," and “es­ 
cape mechanisms," and these they 
carry b ack into civ il life, and they 
b ecome confirmed neurotics. One 
ca=e instanced b y Dr. Link was of 
a woman who haled her discharged 
soldier-husb and 
into 
court 
for 
non-support: his defence was that 
the army doctors had told him he 
was 
“emotionally 
unstab le" 
so 
shouldn’t work. 
What Dr. Gib b s and I are con­ 
cerned ab out is whether these 
mama-b oy s get pensions. There 
will b e enough drain on the United 
States 
Treasury 
without 
that. 
Any one apply ing for a pen­ 
sion on psy cho-neurotic grounds 
should b e required to hav e had six 
months army duty with 200 hours 
of comb at experience.
